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It has been held that a general representation as to the solvency or credit of a third person is not actionable where there is no 


indication in the representation itself or in the circumstances as to the extent to which the credit may safely go.! There is also 


authority, however, that a representation as to a third person's financial status is actionable even though there was no limitation 


in the representation on the amount of credit that should be given.”
